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IMMIGRATION PKOH GKM 


Ten Immigration “com m andm ents’ 
have been adopted by authorities on 
Immigration legislation. 
They declare 
that the time has come when this 
country m ust not only for its own sake 
but also for the good of the world 
adopt certain fundamental principles 
regarding the Towing of foreigners to 
her shores. 
The '‘com m andm ents’’ which liavt 
been adopted call for fair play not 
only for the im m igrants hut also for 
America. 
Under them it will be pos­ 
sible for this country not only to 
treat all imm igrants with justice but 
to treat all nations alike. At the same 
time without humiliating any nation 
or race it will exclude completely p ar­ 
ticular types of immigration whicl 
definite experience shows to be diffl 
cult to assim ilate and absorb. 
Tho “ten com m andm ents’’ as put ir 
brief form by Dr. Sidney L. Gulick 
executive secretary of the National 
Committee for Constructive Im m igra­ 
tion Legislation, are as follows: 
First, immigration should be regu 
lated ands selected both in quantitj 
and in quality. 
Second, no more immigration should 
be admitted of any nationality than we 
can wholesomely assimilate and in a 
reasonable length of time wisely in­ 
corporate into our body politic. 
Third, no more immigration should 
be admitted than can find steady and 
useful employment without endanger­ 
ing normal American standards of life 
labor and wages. 
Fourth, the numerical regulation of 
Immigration should be flexible. 
When 
industrial depression sweeps the coun­ 
try, all labor immigration should be 
prom ptly stopped. But the doors should 
again open when prosperity returns. 
It should be poslble to take either 
step w ithout waiting for special Con­ 
gressional action. 
Fifth, the closing and opening of 
our doors should be 
scientific. 
It 
should be based on assured and accu­ 
rately compiled facts 
and 
statistics 
from every p a rt of the country. 
Sixth, the law should be general. 
T h e 
principles 
should 
be 
applied 
equally to every nation and people 
w ithout arb itrary discrimination. 
Seventh, the law should be courteous 
to all. 
It should be possible, without 
hum iliating any, to exclude completely 
p articu lar types of immigration which 
definite experience shows to be diffi­ 
cult to assim ilate and absorb. 
Eighth, the law should provide for 
the sending of expert exam iners to the 
lands from which immigration mostly 
com es—this for the sake of both pros­ 
pective im m igrants and of our own 
land. 
Ninth, the law should make possi­ 
ble & wise distribution of new immi­ 
gration. 
The flow should be restric t­ 
ed or entirely stopped from given 
peoples, to already congested areas, 
and encouraged to go to those parts 
of A m erica where it is desired. 
Tenth, the new immigration policy 
should 
be 
distinctly 
patriotic. 
It 
should favor imm igration from peoples 
easily assim ilated and check it from 
o th er lands. It should guarantee equal 
tre a tm e n t and a square deal to all 
aliens now in the United States, 
it 
should provide for higher standards 
for naturalization and then g ran t the 
privilege of citizenship 
to 
all 
who 
qualify. 
It should look to the creation 
of a substantial homogeneous people 
having a com mon mind, and a whole­ 
som ely functioning democracy. 
The Sterling Im m igration bill is said 
to be based on 
these 
“fundamental 
com m andm ents which place the needs 
of Am erica first.

During the season just closed num­ 
bers of great lake freighters lay idle, 
while others ran on a part-time dthed- 
ule only. 
For this reason shipments 
fell off very materially, the 
figures 
for seven main points being in gross 
tons: 
Escanaba, 1,800,656; Marquette, 
786,940; Ashland, 2,264.705; Superior, 
1.991,278; Duluth. 9,164,803; Two Har­ 
bors, 3,286,338; Chipicoten, 52.145. 
This total of 22,352,871 gross tons 
does not seem very large when com­ 
pared to the 58,527,226 tons shipped in 
1920 from the

ports 
except

Bureau of the Department of Labor, 
which bas just*completed a compila­ 
tion of the largest mass of data along 
this line ever gathered in the United 
States. 
A total of 
172,000 
records 
were tabulated. 
The reason attributed by the Bu­ 
reau is the favorable climate of Cali­ 
fornia. 
The children of smallest stature, on 
■ be other band, are found in the other 
corner of the country, in New York 
City. 
The presence there of so large 
a number of short-statured races, such 
as the Italian and the Jewish, is the 
cause, the Bureau believes. 
As to city and country, the records 
show that children who grow up in 
the freedom of the rural districts are 
slightly taller and he. vier on the av­ 
erage than their city bred cousins.
